"watered stuck," aud when arrnnKiiiK 
to iesne the s'ock it is termed "water 
ing atock." Our kuowledne of trust 
words IB about us lartte ns our knowl- 
edge of thief worda, and because of the 
condition there is upon us iu tout 
particular we will not attempt to enter 
in any learned sense into trust wor.1 
interpretation, bnt what is said aboui 
watered slock and watering stock ie 
correct. 


The real meaning of the issue of 


stock called watered stouk is thinning 
tbe stock. The stock issued, by watered 
s'ock is made so thin that it oun covei 
utmost nil the earnings of the laboring 
man, wh cb ia ihe intention nnrl busi- 
ness of itioae Biitaifed in the trust. 
The process of tutntriiiK the eHrtiiuge 
of the people i? carried on by tbe trust 
by destroying iu eoma form all com- 
petition that would operate against 
the trust in its collection business, 
which is effected by Belling the com- 
modities of tru»t manufacture and 
production to tbe people at exorbitant 
prices over the cost of production, and 
by this process the money neceseary 
to pay dividends on the watered stock. 
tb,it represents no capital invested, i 
carried through and a clean steal that 
tbe l«»w, as it if, will not; reach is ac- 
complished. 


Another purpose is effectei by the 


issue of watered stock 
when it 
ic- 


placed on tbe stock market, by de 
ceiving those who buy the stock iulo 
a belief that all the stock of thecorprr- 
ation trust represents value in tbe 
form of money or 
other property 


owned by tbe corporation, and by the 
deceit used those who organize the 
trust make a lar^e steal on tbe stock 
sold to tbe people. 


It will be understood from what it- 


written that a corpor tion trust is a 
large thieving concern, nrraniied to 
commit tne meanest sort of robbery ni 
the peopib'fl hard earuiugp; a most 
villainous combination th«t the lnw 
will not reaab as it is, and because o' 
a failure at law to give a remedy these 
trust combinations are termed legal- 
ized robbers. The robber p*rt of tbe 
description is beyond question correct. 
We have adopted the meet bod above 
presented to give, as near as it is pos- 
sible to do so, tbe inside doings b> 
those, respecting a stock issue, who 
make up a corporation trust. 


Were the people at tbe end of the 


villainy when the 
stock ia issued 


those only who bought the watered 
stock would be injured, but the real 
essence of tbe villainy does not appenr 
till tbe general public id brought under 
the dominion of tbe trust. When ibe 
stock is disposed of tbe trust turns 
upon tbe public to reap a harvest from 
honest labor, and as all competition 
baa been disposed of there is no hin- 
dering CHUBB to oppression, aud the 
industry of a nation is laid open to 
tbe attack, naked and powerless to 
resist the robber trust. 


Unless there is something done itut 


will curtail the vice by Congress in the 
near future, it should be written as a 
truth that tbe law, KB it stands, is iu 
form and essence ibe greatest curse 
that tbe people are under; and, why is 
it so? When tbe people answer the 
qnestion in their wrath, those who 
make and maintain robber trusts may 
not wait to learn the answer. 


Tbe evil arising from trust combina- 


tion is fur reaching in its effect, and 
the consequences of trust oppression 
are found too often in the strike, whea 
property is destroyed, when reason has 
fled, by infuriated men. 


There is not at present any better 


sign iw the social relation respectiue 
tbe future control of trusts than the 
discussion that ia beginning and will 
sorely continue through eastern jour- 
nals. The evil has its borne chiefly on 
tbe eastern part of the continent, and 
when the alarm Is sounded in the den 
occupied by tne trusts end those who 
make them, a cleaning out of the foul 
trust corral may follow, to tbe rdlisf of 
the oountiy end all that is good. 


At this writing we cannot go into 


the trust business in detail, but the 
effect of its poison upon general in- 
dustry ig so plain that we will try in 
the future to do oar part to destroy it, 
root and branch.
